withſtanding the great Love o: God ſhewed to them, in ma- 
king krown his Love and Way of Truth to them, in their 
Tender Years, yetdo not Anſwer the Love of God to them, 
as they ought to do, nor Walk Cloſely with the Lord'in 
his Way of Ho'ineſs, nor have hadregard unto the Agree- 
ments and Covenants unto which they in their Indentures 
have Conſented, which Truth would Lav taught to have 
performed with a diligent Reſpe& and Care unto the Equity 
thercof: But on the contrary, many hold a Profefſion of the 
Bleſſed Truth in a Traditional Belief and Notion of the 
Good Teſtimonics which the Lord's People have born, and 
do not ſink down into Lowlineſs of mind, as becomes the 
Goſpel ; bur grow Heady and Stubborn, and are putfed up 
in Knowledge, and are Exalted above the Croſs, and ſo ler 
that Nature at Liberty unto which the Croſs was and is ap- 
pointed ; and then that Nature leads into Looſneſs and Wan- 
ronneſs, and into Pride and Headineſs, and Covenant-brea- 
king bcth with God and Man, as well under a Profeſſion of 
Truth, as under any other Profeſſion, from which they ſeem 
to ſtand ſeparated z and this hath brought Diſtonour to the 


| Name of our God, and by thus Walking, many good Pa- 
rents have been Dithonoured, and Maſters Wronged, and 
Truth Reproached, and the Holy Spirit of God in his People 
Grieved many a time, 

Therefore we do in the Name and Power of God, in 
which we ſtand Witneſſes for God, exhort and admonit(h all 
Young Men, who do profeſs the precious Truth of God, that 
they be Careful and Diligent in their Places, as becomes the 
Truth, and that they be Obcdieat unto their Parents and

ſtimony may be given out againſt them, chat their Profeſſing
